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SCRAPPING WAR RELICS 
Many relics of former days have «one into the 
scrap pile during the scrap metal drive now under 
way, but none has been more significant than the 
relics of World war I which American Legion mem­ 
bers have voted to turn into the war effort. 
The 
German machine gun, rifles, saw-tooth bayonet and 
helmet which have decoiated the Legion home art 
pumcutos of a war in which these Legionnaires, not 
their fathers or grandfathers, fought. 
They mean 
more to the veterans than relics of other wars possi­ 
bly can mean to any other group now living 
But 
they did not let sentiment stand in their way of help­ 
ing to win the prcspnt war. They realize that if th;; 
war is not won sentimental relics will have no mean­ 
ing to anyone in this country. 
Perhaps the steel mills could continue with wai 
production without these few relics. 
The Legion­ 
naires might have withheld 
their donation unti 
everyone elae had dug up all the scrap metal that 
could be found. 
But they realized that if everyone 
assumed such an attitude there wouldn’t be much 
scrap metal to pour into the steel furnaces. In cast­ 
ing aside sentiment to aid the war effort they hav< 
demonstrated that their patriotism is not Just lip 
service. 


JOB FOR AIR RAII> WARDENS 
James M Landis, director oi civilian defense, is 
missing a bet if he doesn't grab the chance to tie up 
the block plan of civilian war service to the air raid 
oiganlzatlon. 
The block plan, which Director Landis favors for 
wider adoption, makes one person in each bock re­ 
sponsible fo- leadership m civilian war activities, such 
as salvage conservation, ride sharing and purchase of 
war bonds. 
In hundreds of towns and cities, air raid warden 
organizations have been set up to deal with the re­ 
mote possibility of bombing attacks. 
Except in re­ 
gion* that have chosen to practice intensively with 
mock warfare, there has been no outlet for the en­ 
thusiasm and interest of this vast collection of citi- 
geni. They have been marking time, waiting tor an 
emergency they hope may never happen 
Having been assured th at the possibility of bomb­ 
ing attacks on any but coastal cities Is almost too 
remote to be worth considering, the wardens In the 
relatively secure areas are wondering what there is 
fbr them to do. 
Many of them would Jump at the 
dhanco to lie useful in the less exciting but no less 
Important work of helping their neighbors win the 
war. 


STARTING TO VOTE AT 18 
The purely political proposal by Sen. Vandenberg 
for amending the Constitution to give voting rights 
to 'teen age Lghting men of the United States has 
no proper place in any program of wartime discus­ 
sion. 
The senator’s declaration that if young men oi it 
arc. to be drafted they should be able to vote is il­ 
logical and opportunistic; at least, he failed to men­ 
tion it before, when young men of 18 were en­ 
listing. 
As for the illogicality, it does not follow that mili­ 
tary service at 18 connotes the right to vote 
In 
many (fanes. 21 is too tender an age for that re- 
sponaibi’ity. Conversely, some citizens could be trusted 
with the vote before they are 18 
There is no answe; 
to the question of what is the proper age for starung 
to vote. 
Russia says 18 
Germany rays 20. 
The 
United States and Great Britain say 21. Norway says 
21, Finland 24 and Japan 25. 
Strangely, scant a t­ 
tention has been given to what may be the more 
'important question oi the proper age for ceasing to 
vote. 
In any event, there is neither the time nor incli­ 
nation to argue the question in the midst of a war. 
It is a peacetime argument. Perhaps 18 is the proper 
age to begin voting, but 1942 plainly is not the proper 
time to start arguing about anything except how to 
get ou with the war. 


SYMBOLIC’ TIN ( AN 
War production board’s order bringing 15 states 
Into the tin can collection program is 
going to pro­ 
duce some deep thinking along with 
a lot of im­ 
portant salvage. 
Ohio is one of the 15 states 
The tin can sometimes has been used as a sym­ 
bol of modern civilization, but it is more clearly a 
symbol of the paradox of waste in an economy based 
on constantly lower cost for constantly better pro­ 
ducts. 
It has been the theory 
and the tact -of the use 
of tin cans that the material in them was too cheap 
to bj salvaged economically 
Yet. the war has re­ 
vealed that nothing is too Cheap to be salvaged eeo- 
nomical’y 
The United States stands in acute need 
of everything even Junk 
Problems in economics, it seems, cannot be con­ 
sidered apart from the factor of time, which changes 
all tilings. 
If it had been necessary for the govern­ 
ment to subsidize plant* to reclaim 
tin and steel 
from tin cans, the cost would have been more that 
Justified by the possession of an adequate supp y of 
tin and an Important amount of scrap steel whcr 
the United States entered the war.

enue bill; 
Q. 
W ho would have to pay it? 
A. 
Every person with a net in­ 
come of more th a n $624 a year, The 
tax would be 5 per cent on all the 
victory tax net incom e” over th at 
am ount. 
Victory tax net income is 
defined as a person’s gross income, 
ex cluding capital gains, and m inus 
ex penses and other allowable de­ 
ductions connected w ith a trade or 
business. 
Q. 
Could this tax be over and 
above my income tax ? 
A Yes. 
Q. 
Would some of the victory 
tax be returned to 
me after 
the 
war? 
A. 
Yes a single person would be 
entitled to a post-w ar rotund of 
25 
per cent of the tax . or $509. w hich­ 
ever was the lesser. 
T he head of 
a family would have a 
post-w ar 
credit oi' 40 per cent of the victory 
tax . or $1,000, whichever was the 
sm aller 
and for each dependent 
would get 2 per cent, but not more 
th an $100 refunded. 
Q 
Is there myway I could take 
im m ediate advantage of the refund, 
in order to hold down my tax b ur­ 
den? 
A. 
Yes, the bill provides 
three 
« itch methods. 
You could 
reduce 
your im m ediate tax liability 
for 


any given yenr by as much as the 
am ount of your post-w ar refund, 
by showing you had bought gov­ 
ernm ent bonds, reduced your

debtedness below the previous year, 
or paid premiums upon outstanding 
life insurance policies.

post-w ar credit would be reduced 
to the ex tent your imm ediate tax 
payments were thus lowered.

The latter groups, as well 
as other recipients of income, such 
as persons who do not hold jobs but 
who have income from investm ents, 
would pay the victory tax along 
w ith their income lax .

paid no tax , they would make a sep­ 
arate victory tax return.

Would employers have to fig­ 
ure every employe’s tax down to 
the penny? 
T hat would take a lot 
of bookkeeping.

W here the tax is withheld, 
the bill provides for wage band de­ 
ductions. 
For instance, men draw ­ 
ing $28.10 and $31.48 a week would 
1 be in the $28-32 band and 90 cents 
i a week would be withheld from the 
pay of each.

To Mahoning Steel Mills 
She Runs an Arsenal Crane 
Court NewS' 
Ranger Honored 


T h e 20 blast furnaces th at m ake 
the M ahoning valley a g ieat . tee I 
center depend on the caprices of 
the m uddy M ahoning river for their 
vital w ater supply. The governm ent, 
spending $6,300,000, is busy m aking 
the M ahoning Jess capricious -and 
therefore less dangerous to capacity 
steel production. 
Uncle Sam Ls using the money to 
build the Berlin reservoir north­ 
west of here, which will dam the 
M ahoning and allow 28 billion g al­ 
lons of w ater to accum ulate ever 
a 6,500-acre site. 
The dam will be dedicated next 
Sunday. W ithin a 
few 
weeks 
its 
gates will begin im pounding water 
aguin st the tim e when the M ahon­ 
ing's level grows perilously low. 
The reservoir, covering p arts of 
M ahoning, Stack and Portage coun­ 
ties, will run irom Alliance to a point 
northw est of Berlin Center. In a d ­ 
dition to storing w ater for droughty 
seasons, it will prevent floods and 
help keep tne tem perature of the 
M ahoning lowtr th an the 100-to- 
110-degiee range of recent 
su m ­ 
m ers—too hot 
for 
efficient steel 
production. 
fcteci men 
explain 
the 
river's 
w aters arc used over and over again 
as he stream m oves toward its- con­ 
fluence with the Bhenango — the 
sam e w ater is utilised 10 to 15 tim es 
in blast furnace cooling and other 
steel-m aking processes, each tim e 
running back into the M ahoning. 
T h at once scenic stream becomes 
thicker and thicker a s it progresses. 
800,000,000 G allons Needed 
In som e recent sum m ers the flow 
h as been only 30,000,000 gallons a 
day.. T h e need is 800,000,000 gallons,
